From real-life murder in Serial, to people being beaten 
to a pulp on YouTube. Why are we getting our kicks from 

extreme brutality? 


How much time needs to pass before 
something unpalatable is fair game 
for entertainment fodder? There may 
well exist descendants of Jack the Ripper’s 
butchered victims who find the £12 price of 
a ticket to tour east London’s most infamous 
murder haunts a bit of a rum deal. Similar 
accusations of ghoulishness are levelled at 


the millions of fans who listen to the real life 
murder podcast Serial, which came to a 
climax at the end of last year. 

The premise was a simple one: American 
journalist Sarah Koenig was to investigate 
the alleged wrongful conviction of Baltimore 
man Adnan Syed - jailed in 2000 for the 
murder of High School student Hae Min 
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Lee. Much like a HBO drama or 
MasterChef, the series was to be 
broadcast on a week-by-week basis 
as new facts came to light, peppered with 
star witness interviews, cliffhanger 
endings and a direct line to the convicted 
killer himself - still holed up in a 
Maryland correctional facility. 

The series was 2014’s undoubted 
sleeper hit - sleuthing its way to number 
one in the podcast charts worldwide, 
spawning spin-off podcasts, and earning 
itself a place in the ‘pop culture hall of 
fame’ along the way, with all the Twitter 
hashtags and gaudy BuzzFeed articles 
[Fig.l] you could shake a selfie stick at. 

But among the Serialapalooza were, and 
still are, niggling voices of concern that 
such widespread synthetic hype and 
entertainment can be extracted from the 
murder-by-strangulation of a 17-year-old 
girl Which poses the question: is it weird 
to like entertainment based around very 
real, very violent crime? 

We’re all rubberneckers by nature. It’s 
why most post-accident queues aren’t 
caused by blocked roads, but by people 
slowing down to catch a glimpse of the 
wreckage. It’s why Mail Online - the 
world’s most-read online news source i 
- often sees currency in using the most 
graphic imagery to illustrate horror ’ 

stories. Why grizzly segments of the 
Oscar Pistorius trial were repackaged 
into bitesize Archers-Wke segments i 

[Fig. 2]. Why it’s seemingly OK to post 
beheading videos on social media, but 
topless images are still a no-no on , 

Facebook. And it’s also why the likes of 
The Pain Olympics and World Star Hip 
Hop (with millions of daily hits) serve to 
satisfy the online community’s insatiable ^ 


appetite for videos of men having their : 
faces and testicles pulverised. j 

The truth is, we humans possess a I 
morbid fascination with the macabre and j 
we always have done.

Homicide. Like in Serial, the suspects, I

to the horrors of the world. The murky 
waters of the internet are making it 
ever-more enticing for very normal people 
to immerse themselves in very unfamiliar, 
often unpleasant territory, and it’s even 
impacting on our very own judicial 
process. In 2012, a juror in a trial at Luton 
Crown Court was jailed for six months 
after undertaking a spot of online 
sleuthing into the grizzly details of her 
case as a result of being dissatisfied with 
the direction the prosecution was taking. 
The popularity of podcasts such as Serial 
will undoubtedly have an effect on 
criminal justice, just in the way that shows 
such as CSI have had an unprecedented 
influence (the so-called ‘CSI effect’) on 
the expectations of jury members. A 
‘Reddit court’ also sprang up in the wake 
of the 2013 Boston bombings, in which 
evidence was gathered and exchanged, 
and a shortlist of ‘suspects’ where 
publicly identified by the online 
community [Fig. 4]. All were totally 
innocent, it transpired. The law may 
be an ass, but the internet is potentially 
a total wanker. 

I have a startling confession to make 
about Serial: I think much of it is pretty 
boring. Forensic. Probing. At times 
irrelevant. But such is the nature of 
a criminal investigation, as Sarah Koenig 
frequently points out. It’s not weird to 
be interested in a story that potentially 
unearths a miscarriage of justice, nor 
is it a crime to occasionally cave into 
human nature and get over-excited 
about the results of an autopsy, or 
whatever. And, who knows, had the 
Whitechapel of 1888 been as full of 
tech-savvy sleuths as it is today, they 
might even have foiled Saucy Jack... 



At the time we went to press there 
were 1 2 separate BuzzFeed articles 
about Serial.

We may have closed out the last FI season in 
patriotic style, but there’s a brand-new super- 
charged motorsport on the circuit, one that’s still 
revving up speed fans through to mid-June. 
Formula E, the world’s first fully-electric racing 
series that’s halfway through its first season, isn’t 
just causing shockwaves in the Formula 1 world, 
it’s strapping electrodes to its gonads and sending 
a seismic pulse through them. 

FI may have been flirting with electric power 
since 2009, but the fledgling championship sees a 
full-on committal to all-sparky engines. Critics 
bemoan the distinct lack of grunt in Formula E, 
with top race speeds at a ‘doddery’ 1 30mph 
compared to the insane 200mph-plus records 
smashed in FI . But even the fastest lap in FI can’t 
stop its slow decline, where it’s now lacking much 
on-track competition, and in-fighting is rife. 


Meanwhile, Formula E is fast(ish) gaining a rep 
for innovation among genuine race fans. It’s a hit 
with the tree-huggers among us, and the eco 
technology is evolving on a race-by-race basis. But 
the most tempting element is the level of fan 
interaction afforded to FE-lovers. The ‘Fan boost’ 
app allows spectators to vote for their favourite 
driver, with the most popular three being awarded 
an extra 30kw to use for five seconds per race. 

Now, the glitz of Formula E could be coming to 
an Asda car park near you. While FI relies on 
sweeping shots of yacht-owning billionaires 
quaffing champers in Monaco, FE takes a one-day 
race format to city centre circuits, with the final 
race of the year screaming around London. It 
remains to be seen whether Formula E will give FI 
a run for its vast mountain of money, but it’s not 
running out of charge any time soon.

Skoda is hoping their unappreciated Yeti will find takers this 
time around. FHM finds out if there’s any lovin to spare 


U nless you’re Captain America and have 
just been revived from hibernation, you 
already know that cars are classified as 
hatchbacks, sedans, MPVs or SUVs, 
based on the way they look. A hatch is great in 
the city thanks to it’s small footprint and a sedan 
is more practical thanks to a boot. Those looking 
to seat seven go for MPVs and those who want 
added style and off roading abilities buy SUVs. 
And then there are crossovers. These are cars 
that don’t really fit one mould and end up 
confusing the rest of us. Case in point, the Skoda 
Yeti. When it was launched four years back, 
people avoided it like the plague. It didn’t matter 
if was comfy and practical, buyers weren’t having 
any of it. It was mainly because of the way it 
looked, or rather didn’t. An SUV with the look and 
feel of a big hatch was a concept that Indian 
buyers just didn’t get then. Unfortunately not 
many get the point even today. 

Skoda isn’t giving up on the Yeti though, and 
has launched a new face-lifted version. It’s one of 
the milder updates as far as face-lifts go, and 
looks pretty much the same as before, but now is 
a bit smarter with those rectangular headlamps. 
Ditching the large googly daytime running lamps 
for LEDs is the best thing Skoda has done to the 
new Yeti. Also, it will now be available in a two 
tone paint scheme which looks neat in the flesh. 
The rest of the changes though are more subtle. 
Taillamps have angular detailing, the wheels are 
new, the front grille and faux skid plates have 
been redesigned as well. That’s all the external 
tweaks covered, so let’s see how it drives. The 
4x2 variant that we drove is powered by a 
2.0-litre diesel engine that makes all of 1 1 0PS. 


Thumb the starter, yes it gets button start now, 
and the engine settles into a calm idle which is 
quite surprising for a diesel. No clatter, no 
vibrations, just a bassy drone in the background. 
On the move too, it’s not intrusive and has an 
inherent smoothness in the way it works. Push 
the throttle and the torque builds up like a wave, 
pulling relentlessly in each gear and it’s quite 
easy getting addicted to this punchy mid-range. 
Another thing that’s improved is the clutch pedal 
action. The new Yeti didn’t stall from a stand still 
as often as the earlier version. 

Another plus is the features you get. There’s 
the fantastic 1 2 way adjustable electric seats 
with memory function. Also, the music system 
now connects to your phone via Bluetooth and 
gets touchscreen functionality. Bi-xenon 
headlamps light the way and cornering function 
has been built in along with fog lamps. 

What hasn’t changed is the Yeti’s hatchback-on- 
stilts driving dynamics, and that’s a good thing. It 
does feel top heavy when going around a corner, 
but it doesn’t act like a boat as other ‘proper’ 

SUVs. And it’s relatively compact footprint lets you 
drive through gaps in traffic where you’d think 
twice in a bigger car. A less recognised feature of 
the Yeti is the brilliant build quality. Everything from 
the leather wrapped steering to the soft touch 
plastics reeks of quality, and you’d be hard 
pressed to find any cost cutting here. 

Unfortunately this reflects in the costs too. At 
^20.1 0 lakh (ex-showroom Delhi) for the 4x2 or 
?2 1 .80 lakh for the 4x4, it’s just too expensive. 

And despite it’s brilliance, its really hard to justify 
that price tag. Buy one only if you’re not deterred 
by the costs and don’t care if it isn’t an SUV.

L et’s start with a history lesson. When 
launched in the 60s, the original Mini 
set the template for affordable 
hatchbacks which is now common 
practice. It’s front engined, front wheel drive 
layout made for compact packaging of 
mechanicals and released cabin space. 

Over the years, the Mini earned a name for j 
itself in motorsports, winning numerous 
competitive events including the famous 
Monte Carlo Rally. With that kind of 
sporting heritage, we were expecting a lot 
from the new Mini Cooper D that visited the 
FHM garage this past month. 

But first, it’s DSP, the design. This latest 
generation Mini is as retro as retro gets, 
and you’re guaranteed second glances 
everywhere it goes. Vintage details like 
chrome surround on the oval headlamps 
and the window line harks back to the 
original. So does the floating roof effect 


and wheels 
positioned at 
the corners of 
the ear. What isn't 
old school though is 
the car's size. It's not 
really a 'mini' anymore. It 
j has actually grown in size over the last 
generation, although it’s still smaller than a 
Mercedes A-class. 

Thankfully it was as much fun to drive as 
we hoped. If you’ve ever driven a go-kart at a 
decent clip, you know exactly what we mean. 
The Mini turns into corners almost 
telepathically, with nearly no body roll to 
speak of.

His knowledge 
of electrical circuitry was limited, 
so he removed both tone control 
potentiometers and wired the 
pickups in a simple circuit. He 
famously used a knob that read 
“tone” on the volume control spot. 
It was originally painted black 
and white by Van Halen, but he 
got pissed when people started 
copying his guitar. He finally 
painted over it with red Schwinn 
bicycle paint and crisscrossing 
black white fines. It is one of the 
most replicated guitars today.

She’s the legendary DJ with the power to skyrocket your 
dance music career into the chart stratosphere. Get the nod 
of approval from Annie Mac, and you’re set for stardom.. . 


'‘f walked onstage to this wall 
of noise - my name, being 
chanted. And I was actually 
moved to tears, I had to have a 
word with myself: 'Not a good 
look, crying while DJing!’ I spent the first 
10 minutes with my head bowed right 
down, trying to hold it together it was 
just... phenomenal Til never forget it'’ 
Annie Mac^s Saturday set at Glastonbury 
2014 saw her shift from being a big deal 
in the UK dance music scene to being 
perhaps the biggest, Here's your proof 
that the 36-year- old DJ is truly the Cool 
Big Sister of Britain's young ravers, whose 
wild weekends are religiously bookended 
by her two hugely popular Radio 1 shows, 
in which she eggs on your Friday 


hedonism, then soothes your broken mind 
during the comedown. "We kick off Fridays 
all big and giddy, then the Sunday night 
show’s a mellower, ‘all back to mine' vibe,” 

Aside from broadcasting, there’s Annie's 
club DJing, which has now reached the 
travelling -by-private-jet, three-gigs-in-one- 
n ight, h uge-crowds-chantlng-her-nam e 
level. Then there are the annual Annie Mac 
Presents compilations, which have grown, 
over the course of six volumes, into a bona 
fide yearly 'event' within electronic music; 
a multi-platinum, buzzed-over snapshot 
ot what’s hot and whafs next. Make it 
on to an AA^Ptracklist, and you can truly 
say youVe arrived. 

Her uncanny instinct for next-big-thing 
spotting launched the careers of the UK’s »

two current biggest dance acts: 

Rudimental and Disclosure. She played 
both acts’ earliest tracks, then booked 
them on to the Annie Mac Presents 2012 
tour. Her support proved life-changing: 
within months, Disclosure had dropped 
half-finished A-levels for first-week album 
sales of 45,000; Rudimental went from 
council jobs in favour of prime tables at the 
BRIT, MOBO, EMA and Mercury awards. 

All the while, Annie’s managed to keep 
one foot in the mainstream, one in the 
underground. She’ll champion poppy 
tracks that go on to storm the charts - see 
Kiesza’s Hideaway - but she 
counterbalances them with darker, harder 
tunes from the outreaches of electronic 
music. She’s gained the trust of everyone 
from frowning techno snobs to lairy party 
monsters alike - an incredibly rare trick. 
Her secret? “I try not to worry about who 
I’m gonna please,” she shrugs. “There are 
too many people to try and keep happy 
- and once you get your head into that 
place, you’re fucked." 

Sitting across from FHM above a west 
London pub, looking back over her 
decade-long career in music, Annie 
MacManus seems understandably happy 
with her lot. That distinctive, Dublin-via- 
London brogue regularly crackles into 
laughter as she marvels at the fact that, 
through sheer bloody-mindedness, she 
actually managed to achieve her 
ridiculously specific teenage dream: to 
land her own Radio 1 show on which she 
championed leftfield dance music. 

It was during her first year at uni in 
Belfast that Annie fell hopelessly in love 
with dance music, her growing obsession 
fuelled by a weekend job at cutting-edge 
club Shine (“It specialised in techno - 
Belfast likes its dance music hard"), and 
Mary-Anne Hobbs’ Monday-night Radio 1 
show. The Breezeblock. “I was obsessed 
with that show,” Annie sighs. “I distinctly 
remember listening to Mary-Anne Hobbs 
and saying to myself, ‘I wanna do what she 
does.’” And she meant that literally. 

It was the late ’90s - the era of Fatboy 
Slim and big beat. “I’d listen to Mary- Anne 
and hear tracks by people like The 
Wiseguys, Les Rythmes Digitales, and of 
course, Norman Cook. And I’d record the 
show, every week - on MiniDisc!” 

The Breezeblock was a weekly lifeline 
for Annie, feeding her invaluable info into 
what was happening within underground 
music. It’s seems strange to recall now, but 
back before the internet connected 
everyone with everything at all times, 
finding out about killer new tunes was no 
easy task - and actually buying those 
tracks was even trickier. 

“I bought a pair of decks and started 
digging to find vinyl, but there weren’t 


many places to buy dance music in 
Belfast - just one huge HMV.” Today’s 
fledgling ravers may have instant digital 
access to more tracks that they could 
ever listen to, but Annie doesn’t envy 
them. “The way we consume music now, 
it’s so sped-up and fickle. It’s all, ‘OK, I 
like that track, next track, yeah that’s 
cool, next, next, next.’ Back in the day, 
records had more time and space to 
grow and develop, and artists did too. 
Records like Biue Lines by Massive 
Attack or Dummy by Portishead - I 
know every single moment of those 
albums, they’re stamped into my being. 
But I can’t say the same of albums I hear 
today.” 


Annie’s been heartened, though, by 
the recent astonishing revival in vinyl 
sales, and the return of tune-chasing 
one-upmanship. “What’s great is that it 
encourages people to value the music 
and value the exclusivity of it. You used 
to have 100 white labels of a tune 
pressed up and people would be trying 
so hard and paying so much cash to get 
hold of one. And it felt exciting, hunting 
down a tune that you wanted, that you 
needed. The access now is so easy, and 
it makes music feel more disposable, 
and you get bored quicker.” 

After finishing her degree, Annie 
spent a miserable, homesick year in 
Farnborough, Hampshire, (“It just felt so 
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cold and dead, culturally”) where she 
completed a course in radio production, 
before moving to London to realise her 
insanely singular ambition. “Thing is,” she 
says, “with a job like mine, there’s no clear 
path to getting there. It’s not like being a 
solicitor or a doctor, where you go to uni 
and study law or medicine. You have to 
find your own way, and so much of it is 
about luck and timing and knowing people 
who’ll help you.” 

Things did not, initially, go swimmingly. 

“I was grafting, doing lots of different jobs, 
trying to get to where I needed to be. 
There were times when it was depressing 
and exhausting. I’d be so skint. Quite often 
I was like, ‘Fuck this, I can’t go on. I give 
up.’” 

Her break into sort-of radio came when 
she landed a job at the now-defunct Net 
FM, an online radio station, “back when 
internet radio was gonna be ‘the next big 
thing’. It was aimed at middle-aged men, 
so we made shows about cars, the stock 


market. . . It was such a weird station! It 
only lasted eight months, then it folded.” 

But Annie’s time at Alan Partridge FM 
helped her to land a bottom-rung role at 
BBC Radio London. “I was making tea and 
filling in for people when they were sick 
for a good year or so. It set me on the path 
to being taken seriously.” She graduated 
to Radio 1 where she produced shows 
and voiced jingles, before being entrusted 
to stand in for her hero, Mary-Anne 
Hobbs, presenting The Breezeblock, the 
show she’d obsessed over. She’d aimed 
herself at one distinct, distant point - and 
arrived there, dead on target. “Yeah,” she 
laughs, “it was kind of weirdly focused of 
me...” 

Audiences instantly took to Annie’s 
savvy but down-to-earth persona, and she 
swiftly bagged her own show. Her fanbase 
has grown exponentially year-on-year, and 
is now at the size where a track given the 
Mac seal of approval stands a solid 
chance of breaking the top 40. Annie 


reckons, modestly, that isn’t so much down 
to her own rise in popularity, but to the 
huge surge in appetite for dance music. 

“Dance music as a trend has become 
so massive, so popular and so ubiquitous, 
and it’s still getting bigger. So, if I really 
champion a track then there’s a good 
chance it’ll end up going to number one, 
because dance music is filling up the 
charts. 

“You can use the Annie Mac Presents 
albums as a gauge for this,” she continues. 
“With my early compilations, the label 
used to say, ‘You’ve gotta put more hits on 
there!’ and I’d be like, “Noo, I don’t wanna 
compromise!’ We’d have the same fight, 
every year. But now, the kinds of tracks I 
support become proper hits.” Dance 
music’s current mainstream visibility is 
due, in no small part, to America’s belated 
but enthusiastic conversion to rave - or 
EDM, as they’ve chosen to call it. Many 
DJs, producers and dance fans have been 
extremely vocal in expressing their disdain »

for EDM, and the cheesy excesses it 
represents: stadium crowds worshipping 
one-man-brand DJs; widespread fake 
knob-twiddling to pre-recorded sets; 
plasticky anthems as enormous and empty 
as a Michael Bay Transformers movie. For 
her part, Annie is no fan of EDM - but 
she’s not prepared to lay into it the way 
many of her contemporaries have. 

“A lot of people have been very 
outspoken against EDM, and, yeah, it’s 
completely dumbed-down dance music,” 
she shrugs. “It’s dance music done the 
American way - XXXL. In a stadium, you 
have to have something for people to look 
at beyond a DJ hunched over a laptop - 
these people want a show, y’know? So 
yeah, there are the lazers, the Co2 
cannons, the confetti cannons, the heart 
signs” - she winces as she makes a 
heart-sign with her hands - “and yeah, it is 
over the top, and also totally generic.” 

You can feel the ‘but’ coming. “But! The 


good thing EDM has done in America is 
cause a trickle-down effect. So you have 
17-year-olds into Avicii, but then they grow 
up. They’re 21 , 22, and their taste gets 
more refined. EDM is their entry point, but 
then they move on to, say, Dirtybird 
records. 

“I mean, when I was 14, 1 liked shit 
music. You don’t know at that age, you 
haven’t developed. So I don’t like it when 
DJs get high-horsey about EDM - ‘Oh my 
God, can’t believe those kids are into that 
shit music!’ It’s not like any of us were 
listening to Carl fucking Craig at 14, is it?” 
And on that cheerfully ranting note, 
Annie’s press officer taps her watch to 
signal that they need to get moving 
- appointments are pressing, people are 
waiting, time is ticking. Things don’t stand 
still for long when you’re the Cool Big 
Sister to millions.

The debut album by Bristolian 
sad-hoppers Portishead was 
more than just a great album to Annie - it 
actually impacted on the path her life would 
take. “When I was 1 5, this was one of two 
albums I got that introduced me to electronic 
music, and just completely blew me away. I’d 
listen to Dummy ovev and over, soaking up 
every moment, every nuance. The other of 
those two albums was...” 



♦ Massive Attack 
Blue Lines 

One of the defining albums of 
the 1 990s, Blue Lines blended 
hip-hop, reggae, soul and rave, and you can 
hear its genre-mashing influence reflected in 
Annie’s radio shows and DJ sets today. “I’ve 
still got my original vinyl copy of Blue Lines. I 
listened to it the other day, in fact, and it still 
sounds so fresh. It was so forward-thinking.” 



Stevie Wonder 

Innervisions 

“If my house was burning down 
and I could only save one piece 
of vinyl, this would be it.” This 1 973 album 
represents the peak not only of Wonder’s 
career, but of Motown Records as a whole. 
“In Farnborough there was a car-boot sale 
every week, and there were shitloads of 
records there. I’d buy one record on Motown 
or by George Clinton or whatever, love it, and 
then go and buy everything I could find on 
Motown, or by George Clinton. I was joining 
the dots.” 



Les Rythmes Digitales 
Darkdancer 

Les Rythmes Digitales (AKA 
Stuart Price, who’d go on to 
produce Mactonna and Kylie) was one of 
several late-’90s acts who crossbred electro, 
pop and rave to create the dizzy, supersized 
sound known as big beat. “I was in the fan 
club for big-beat label Wall of Sound - they’d 
send me flyers through the post and I’d stick 
them up all over my walls.” 


Daft Punk 

Bum in’ 

This loopy single by the 
Parisian duo - taken from their 
Homework - still sounds 
deranged 1 7 years after its release. Annie’s 
1 2-inch of the track is one of her most 
treasured possessions. “Out on the 
dancefloor at Shine, dancing to Daft Punk’s 
Burn In’ - that’s when I fell in love with 
dance music.”

alright, but there’s 
nothing like this 
we’ve ever seen 
before. HTC is calling it a life 
logging camera to record your 
activities. Like playing with 
your dog or cycling down a 
trail. It’s not too big, in fact it’s 
more compact than a compact 
camera which makes it easy 
to carry. Build quality is great, 
and the thing feels solidly 
built, but it’s no rugged cam. 

It’s cylindrical body houses a 
1 6 megapixel sensor. But 
what you have is a fixed lens 
with a 1 46 degree view, 
equivalent to a focal length of 
6.5mm. Pro shooters spend a 
fortune on such wide focal 
lengths. The camera also 
records full HD video in 
lOSOp resolution. HTC claims 
the battery is good enough for 
a thousand shots on a single 
charge.
